lau wt.s sunk and the Goeben, suffering serious damage, 
was boached. The British losses were two monitors, one 
commanded by a nephew of Earl Kitchener and whose fate 
is unknown. 
The former German snips have been the 


mainstay of the naval defenses of Constantinople since they 
found refuge there from pursuing British and French ves- 
sels at -ihe opening of the war. 
Much damage had been 


done to Eussian transports and supply ships in the Black sea 
by the two vessels. 


Increased artillery and aerial activity on the western 


front have been accompanied by more frequent raids by both 
sides. There have been no attacks in force, however, and 
there is little to indicate any serious break in the winter 
inactivity. On the Italian front there has been' only artil- 
lery fighting, most marked in the Monte Asolone sector and 
along the Piave.
